OF AidERICAN CAPITAL 


“Monetary Jimes” Annual Compilation 
Shows Over $600,000,000 in the 
Aggregate 


Interesting figures dealing with tu 
vestments oi: American capi al lu 
Canadian en.cipsises are given by the 


“Monetary Times” in the. anucal re- 
view. 
Dealing wiih the investments in ia 


dustrial eaterpi.ces it a,pears that 
the largest number of branch manu- 
facturing plants of United States 
companies is located in Ontario, al 
though there is a tendency to choose 
Western Canadian locations to a 
greater extent. At least twelve United 
States manufacturers of agricuitural 
and farm implements have branches 
in the Dominion and about as many 
makers of automobiles. In the latter 
case, the purts are usually imported 
separately and assembled in this coun- 
try. Several United States manufac- 
turers of chem.ca's, drugs, patent 
foods and cereals have fdctories or 
distributing houses on the Canadian 
side of the international line. A large 
number of firms manufacturing and 
supplying arious machinery, fittings 
and plants are also doing business in 
Canada in a similar way. This United 
States commercial invasion applies to 
a lengthy list of articles, including 
asbestos, barrels, blind rollers, buttons, 
carpet sweepers, corsets, condensed 
milk, beds, corks, carriages, couches, 
brass goods, billiard tables, cords, 
registers, disinfectant, fly paper, files, 
fire extinguishers, fountain pens, 
gramophones, pickle», presses, pulleys, 
razors, rubbers, sealers, shoes, scales, 
typewriters, watch cases, tobacco, 
etc. This gives an idea of the scope 
of United States industrial interests 
in the Dominion. 

This great invasion of Canada by 
American capitalists and captains of 
industry is due in great measure -o 
the stable fiscal policy which Canada 
bas maintained for nearly a gener- 
ation. There are some who will dis- 
pute this, but a canvass of the mana- 
gers of the American enterprises that 
have located branch factories in Can- 
ada will convince the most unwaver- 
ing free trader that the tariff is the 
main cause of the movement of Ameri- 
can plants to Canada. There are 
other contributing causes, no doubt, 
but the policy Canada adopted thirty 
years ago, and which has been en- 
dorsed by the great majority of the 
people at intervals ever since is the 
determining factor, just as it was the 
most potent factor in the enormous 
industrial development of our neigh- 
bors to the south during the past two 
generations, 


THE BRITISH PREFERENCE 


Did the Budget Weaken It?—Increased 
Revenue Necessary—Some Figures 
Pree traders and those who want 

to lower our tariff oppose the recent 

increase of five per cent. in the duty 
levied on British goods entering Cau 
ada on the ground that such action 
is “part‘cularly objectionable in the 
fact that, instead of favoring, it is 
placing extra barriers against Great 

Britain's trade with Canada.” 

The fact is carefully ignored that 
@ measure which increases the general 
tariff? by 742 per cent. and the British 
Preference »y only tive per cent. gives 
the British manufacturers an advan- 
tage of 242 per cent. treater than that 
which they enjoyed before the measure 
was put into eect 

For example, take the case of an 
article formeriy dutiable under the 
gceneral tariff at thirty per cent. The 
advantage of the British manufacturer 
was as follows 


Foreign aricle paid.....30%% 

British article paid,,....20% 

Advantage of British over 
foreign article........ 10%

Our three tariffs—British Prefer 
ence, Intermediate and General Tariff 

are relative, and, if the relation is 
maintained when a general increase 
is made, it is obvious that those en- 
joying the ‘owest tariff receive an ad- 
vantage ov.r those affected by the 
h gher tariff. 

Concern for the manufacturers of 
the United Kingdom ‘s not the chief 
motive actuating those who oppose the 
(ariff measures. They see an oppor- 
tunity to strike another blow against 
the policy of Protection, which they 
hope will be a popular blow, because 
ihe economic aspect of the cage is 
»verlooked in the military ferwer ef 
the moment.

School Board 


The regular meeting of Strath- 
more School Board was held in the 
Town Hall on Tuesday fevening, 
Chairman Mackenzie presiding. Oth- 
er members present were Mrs Gir- 
vin, Mrs Lambert, and Mr Lilly. 

It was stated that the coal supply 
in the school was running low, and 
Trustees Lilly and Mackenzie were 
appointed a committee to arrange 
the purchase of the winter's supply. 

Miss Horstman, primary teecher, 
was authorised to spend up to $10 
for kindergarten supplies. 

Mayor Lambert appeared as a 
deputation from the Town Council, 
asking if the Board would consent 
tog rent the town hall quarters, at 
$8 per month, for the use of their 
janitor. 

After considerable discussion, 
Trustee Lilly moved, and Mrs Lam- 
bert seconded, that the Council's 
proposal be accepted, but the chair- 
man and Mrs Girvin were against, so 
the motion was lost. 

A special meeting of the Board 
was held on Thursday evening, 
members present being Mrs Lam- 
bert, Messrs Mackenzie, Sly and 
Lilly, The appoinment of Mr Nid- 
drie as school principal at $1100 per 
annum, was confirmed, and it was 
agreed that his duties commence on 
October 1. 

The resignation cf the secretary- 
treasurer, Mr Harry Wood, and the 
truancy officer, Mr Ed Smith, who 
have enlisted for active service were 
read and accepted, and the mem- 
bers voiced appreciation of their pa- 
triotism in enlisting. 

Applications for the position of 
secretary-treasurer were read from 
Messrs T M Wears, J Luck, and 
Geo H Hill. 

It was decided by a majority vote 
to appoint Mr Wears, as he had an 
office in town, and could be found 
there at any time when wanted, 

The matter of accomodation for 
the janitor was taken up, and Mes- 
srs Mackenzie and Lilly appointed 
a commitee to look into the matter 
and report at a future meeting. 


A NOVEL INSTRUMENT 


Zither Has AttacQ\ment by Which It 
Is Played Like a Piano 


A novel musical instrument has 
been devised by a Massachusetts man. 
Broadly speaking, it might be describ- 
ed as a zither which ts played with 


keys instead of, by twanging the 
strings, at the bottom of the instru- 
ment, is a support to which are at 
tached a number gf spring hammers 
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HANMEKS STRIKE THE WIRES 


On each hammer is a figger-piece and 
below these finger-pieces is a rest-bar 
to Hmit thelr downward movement 
when depressed. 

To play this instrument, instead of 
drawing the finger or a pick across 
the strings—as {8 usually done with 
{pstruments of like nature, the per- 
former strikes the lower ends of the 
hammers, or keys. The heads of the 
hammers then tap the wires and the 
effect produced 1s that of a tiny and 
Sweet-toned piano, A row of separate 
Strings at the left can be strummed 
simultaneously for an accompaniment 

Stop the Rattling Window 

There are a number of devices made 
for stopping the rattling window but 
none of these are quite so good as 
the ordinary clothes pin. The pin is 


split in half and one-half is inserted 
between the window and the frame, 
This can be done with the window up 
as well as when it {1s closed. 

If the space between the sash and 
the frame is too wide for the pin, in- 
sert the other half in the other side. 
If it is too narrow whittle down the 
pin. It is convenient to tle a string 
around th. head of the pin and after 
making allowance for enough to per- 
mit free use of the pin, secure the 
other end of the string to the window

no, Commander of the First Italian 
Army, has proved himself a military 
genius in every sense of the term 
He is a recognized authority on the 
wars of the past four decades, and 
@ fine strategist and tactician, his war 
treatises and manuals being the guide 


dooks of every Italian officer 

The Austrians are well aware that 
they have fighting against them a man 
who knows every inch of the north 
and northeast frontiers of Italy, and 
one whose lightning strategy 1s pro- 
verbial {n military circles throughout 


Burope. General Cadorno's thorough- 
ness {8 illustrated by the fact that for 
six years he tramped the passes of 


the Carinthian and Tyrolese Alps, 
notebook in hand, making a vantage 
point here and a death trap there, 
And it was the knowledge thus gained 
which him at ultimate man- 
cuvres to out-general everybody and 
led to his rapid promotion, It is re 
fated that in the manceuvres of 1911 
be set himself to play the part of a 
defeated general. Orders miscarried, 
reinforcements came late, general con- 
fusion and Cadorno’s troops 
were surrounded, Then he set him- 
self to extricate them, and carried out 
aretreat which was the marvel of the 
Italian tacticians. Since he was a boy 
of ten—he was born in 1850—General 
Cadorno has been learnig soldiering, 
and he is rather fond of saying that 
he has scarcely passed the elementary 
stages. A silent martinet, he never 
forgives incompetence in his officers, 
At the same time he is the friend of 
every man, for hie loves them all, and 
is ever considerate of their welfare. 
In 1881 General Cadorno married, and 
has a son and three daughters, two 
of whom are nuns.
